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1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Claim 1 is 

allowed because the prior art does not teach the combination of an axially extending U 

shaped support having its bight remote from the base fitted into the base and being 

formed of an electrically conductive heat sinking material with other features as claimed 

in claim 1 . Claims 2 and 4 to 7 further limit claim 1 and as such are also allowed. Claim 

8 is allowed because the prior art does not teach the combination of subsequently 

reshaping the support, inserting the reshaped support into the base and engaging at least 

some of the electrical traces with the electrical contacts and other features as claimed in 

claim 8. Claims 9 to 12 further limit claim 8 and as such are also allowed.
